When asked by Hamilton whether 
this disproportionate sum for Israel 
And Egypt would have to continue 
lor several years, Vance replied 
that "it should begin to decline." 

Vance expressed hope that real 
progress in Israel's economic situa- 
tion will develop within the next 
year or two, enabling Israel to 
assume more of the economic 
burden. 

Vance also suggested that achiev- 
ing a comprehensive Middle East 
peace would enable the U.S. to 
reduce its foreign aid to Israel. 
"That's why we must keep that (a 
comprehensive peace) as our ob- 
jective," he said. 

Responding to questions by Rep. 
Jonathan Bingham (D-NY), the 
secretary rejected the concept of 
increasing surplus food and grain 
sales to Israel now that the U.S. has 
embargoed new grain sales to the 
Soviet Union.

Lebanese worried Syrian 
pullback will cause chaos

The compromise agreement 
pushed through the economic 
cabinet by Premier Menahem 
Begin yesterday means that 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvta 
will be fighting throughout the year 
to stay within the framework of the 
budget. Bank of Israel circles said 
yesterday. 

The economic cabinet decided 
that the framework budget will be 
adhered to. but a further IL3b. will 
be found for housing, slum 
rehabilitation and settlements. The 
entire budget will be re-examined 
in six months time. 

In essence, the Treasury will 
have Jo conjure forth the XL2b. from 
a budget which, it insists, does not 
have this extra cash. 

The central bank's comment on 
the budget Is that Its local expen- 
ditures have already stretched It to 
the utmost. Reserves are too small 
they say. criticizing especially the 
large expenditures (in Israel 
pounds > allocated for defence at the 
expense of cuts in other ministries. 

But yesterday. Begin was bent on 
sating the coalition at all costs. 
This determination led to a decision 
that defied all the rules of budget 
mathematics. The final decision 
gives the state a budget that stays 
within the framework determined 
for it by the cabinet last week. At 
the same time, it ensures that none 
of the various ministries' budgets 
are eroded. And all this, while still 
setting aside IL2b. to meet special 
demands put forward by- Housing 


Minister David Levy. Deputy 
Premier Yigal Yadln and 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon. 

Yesterday's decision In fact puts 
off for another six months any deci- 
sion on the budget's real size, while 
the government waits to see what 
developments there will be in the 
economy. Yet the primary aim was 
achieved: there was unanimous 
agreement on Begin *s compromise, 
although all ministers were well 
aware that it cannot stand the test 
of time. In short, yesterdays 
meeting was a victory for politics 
over mathematics. 

Treasury officials, unable to 
criticise government policy in 
public, yesterday privately poured 
scorn on the decision. The budget, 
they SAid, is one of the worst 
brought before the government in 
recent years. It has a clear In- 
flationary potential, primarily due 
to Its local currency component, 
and Its incorrect treatment of tht 
capital market. 

Hurvitz, it was learned yester- 
day. plans to present the Knesset 
with a budget for the entire finan- 
cial year that Is based on a forecast 
of only the first six months' Infla- 
tion. This Innovation will save the 
Treasury from having to disclose 
its estimates of inflation between 
April 1 , 1980 and March 81, 1981. 
These estimates themselves, it 
should be noted, are regarded as a 
contributory Inflationary factor. 

The budget the Knesset will be 
asked to pass will total some 
IL730b., based on a six-month infla- 
tion estimate, with no allowance 


made for any inflation in the second 
half of the year. * 

Treasury estimates are that the 
budget will amount to IL870b., but 
the government will, from time to 
time, ask for revisions to bring it 
Into line with local price levels. This 
policy will permit the Treasury to 
slip new budgetary items in 
through the backdoor, disguising 
them always as mere updatings of 
Items already approved. 

Sharon, who yesterday asked for 
an extra IL8.5b. in his ministry's 
budget, had to make do with an ad- 
ditlonal ILO.Sb. only for 
settlements. Levy's requested ad- 
ditional IL8b. has been cut, for the 
time being, to only Ud.2b. Slum 
rehabilitation, for which a bid for 
an extra ILO.Sb. was made, will 
have to make do on an extra 
IL0.3b., and even this will only be 
forthcoming It the Jewish Agency 
comes up with ILl.25b. from its own 
budget. 

Levy came away from the 
meeting well satisfied. As he sees 
It. his pressure, kept up 
remorselessly In recent weeks, has 
paid off, and Begin has backed him, 
giving him a green light to build 
apartments at full speed. The 
money will be forthcoming, Levy 
believes. 

During yesterday's discussion, 
the former finance minister, Depu- 
ty Premier Slmha Ehrlich 
suggested cutting the reserves and 
moving some of this money to hous- 
ing, waiting to see what would 
happen later on In the year. But

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The deputy premier was cited as 
saying that he deduced from con- 
versation* with Jews and from 
Koranic texts that the end of Israel 
as a Jewish “state upon plundered 
Moslem soQ" was not far off.

BEIRUT. Syrian troops yester- 
day maintained their grip on Beirut 
as Lebanese leaders discussed 
ways to fill the security vacuum 
they fear could follow an Imminent 
Syrian withdrawal from the 
capital. 

Lebanese President Ellas Sarkis 
met the commander of the 30,000- 
strong all-Syrian Arab Deterrent 
Force, to obtain details of the 
proposed pull-out while Premier 
. Selim al-Hoss bad talks with securi- 
ty officials. 

In Damascus, Syrian President 
Hafez Assad said yesterday that he 
wanted his troops to remain as a 
deterrent force, but not merely to 
police the streets. 

Hoes fl ew to the S yrian capital on 
withdrawal fora few 2Sy d‘- Ouleitufi 
here fear that a sudden pull-out 
could lead to fresh clashes between 
rival militia groups which fought in 
the 1976-78 civil war. 


Syrian troops maintained their 
positions yesterday In key parts of 
the capital and there was no sign of 
preparations for withdrawal. 

Well-informed sources In Beirut 
said Syria Is fearful of an Israeli at- 
tack through Its soft underbelly, 
Lebanon's eastern Beqa'a Valley, 
generally considered a virtual 
military corridor to Damascus. 

The Syrians were reported to 
have told the Lebanese government 
that troops withdrawn from Beirut 
would be deployed in the Beqa'a to 
strengthen Syrian d.efences. 

In Washington, U.S. officials said 
yesterday that the Syrian plan to 
withdraw might be Intended to

Hebron curfew stays 
despite protests

The Judea and Samaria military 
government haa turned down a 
number of requests by Hebron 
residents to lift the curfew imposed 
on the centre of the town since last 
Thursday's murder of a soldier 
from Kiryat Arba. 

One such request, submitted by 
the Hebron Chamber of Commerce, 
was rejected yesterday as the 
curfew entered its sixth day and 
began to generate protests both in 
the West Bank and in Israel. 

Several West Bank raaydrs have 
told Hebron Mayor Fahd Kawasma 
that they are willing to orga nise 
food supplies to the centre of town 
to make up for alleged shortages 
caused by the curfew. 

The restriction was lifted for 90 
minutes yesterday morning to 
allow residents of the area under 
curfew to do their shopping. No in- 
cidents were reported. 

A delegation of leftwing Israelis 
plan to visit Hebron this afternoon 
to express their objections to the 
curfew and to government t alk of 
allowing residents of Kiryat Arba to 
live in Jewish-owned property In 
the centre of the Arab town. 

The group, which will Include 
delegates from .Rakah, Shell, the 
Peace Now movement and other 
groups was organized yesterday on 
the Initiative of writer Amos 
Kelnan. 

Aluf Danni Matt, the IDF’s coor- 
dinator of operations in the ad- 
ministered territories, said yester- 
day that he did not consider the 
Hebron curfew to be **a collective 
punishment*' and that the crime 
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Egypt interested in TA’s 
Star Hotel for embassy 
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that led to its imposition was "a 
very serious one.”

HERZLIYA. — The five children of 
the Levy family, who were un- 
conscious when hospitalized on 
Monday night due to smoke inhala- 
tion from a fire in their home, were 
declared out of danger yesterday. 
Three have been discharged. 

The fire broke out in the wooden 
storeroom being used by the family 
until a two-room addition to their 
house is completed. 

Police suspect that 7ona, 10, and 
Avl, 8, tried to light a kerosene 
stove with a newspaper, but sparks 


small storeroom. 

The fire spread rapidly. Osnat, 5, 
Arlela, 4, and Zohar, 2, were asleep. 
The older two could not get the door 
open before they were overcome by 
the smoke. 

At the time of the fire, the 
children’s mother, Sara, had left 
the room for a few minutes. Her 
husband, Shalom, had not returned 
from work. 

Neighbours, who. noticed the 
smoke and flames, rescued the 
children from the burning 
storeroom.

capricious or crueL Moat Saudis 
have an intensively felt traditional 
sense of justice and support their 
legal system wholeheartedly.” 

A comparison of the latest report 
on Israel with last year’s shows 
several changes — not all of them 
for the better, from Israel's point of 
view. 

Last year, the report said Israel 
was "a full-fledged parliamentary 
democracy with extremely high 
standards of justice and human 
rights." This year it repeated that 
sentence but deleted the words 
"ftilLfledged” and "extremely." 

There was no explanation cited, 
although some observers noted that 
the new report, for the first time, in 
eluded a condemnation of 
“vigilante acts against Arabs" on 
the West Bank "by extremist 
Israelis resulting in the death of one 
person and injury to several 
others.” Such acts reportedly have 
been the work of Gush Emunim 
supporters. 

The report said that the Israeli 
military government "has taken 
action against vigllantlsm and 
several offenders were ap- 
prehended and jailed.” 

Interestingly, the section on 
“vigil autism" was included in the 
same paragraph as Palestinian 
terrorism against both Arabs and 
Jews. 

Last year, the report said that 
within Israel proper, "there are 
parallel education systems for 
Jews and Arabs, conducted In 
Hebrew and Arabic respectively." 

This year, there was a significant 
change. "The parallel educational 
systems for Jews and Arabs, con- 
ducted in Hebrew and Arabic 
respectively, show a marked dis- 
parity in quality, with greater 
resources per student going the 

.Jewish .system.'* 

There was strongly-worded con- 
demnation this year of Israel's 
settlement policy on the West Bank 
and Gaza. "Israeli settlement ac- 
tivity in the occupied territories has 
adversely affected the livelihood of 
some Arab residents, particularly 
as a result of the t*kfn g of land for 
settlements,” It said. 

In addition, the report this- year 
cited Israel's exploitation of "part 
of the West Bank's limited water 
resources for the use of Israeli 
settlements" as a problem* 

"In contravention of the 
generally-accepted Interpretation 
of the (Geneva) Convention's Arti- 
cle 49. Israel haa settled ap- 
proximately 18.000 people In 111 
non-military settlements In the oc- 
cupied territories, excluding East 
Jerusalem," it said.

Out- 
side observers have always been

power and Influence this strange, 
reserved, cultured and softly- 
spoken man really wields. 

After his meetings with Dayan, he 
accompanied Sadat to Jerusalem — 
and continued to fulfil a central role 
In the peace process. He was the 
senior Egyptian official at Camp 
David after Sadat himself and, 
though he was not active in the 
Inter-dejegatlonal negotiations 
there, he la believed to have played 
a key role behind the scenes In the 
Egyptian contingent 
During an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post a day after Camp 
David, he appeared to know both 
framework agreements virtually by 
heart, complete with every punc- 
tuation point. * 

He suggested in that interview — 
and the suggestion has since been 
repeated by Sadat - that Egypt sell 
Israel water from the Nile, to help 
make the Negev bloom'. 

But he warned that the peace 
could crumble if the issue of 
Jerusalem were not resolved, and 
clearly this was for him an issue of. 
cardinal concern. Subsequently, 


Tohami proposed publicly that the 
Moslem world mount a march on 
Jerusalem of one million MobIph^ 
In order to induce Israel to cede 
sovereignty over the Arab part of 
the city. 

Tohami'a spiritualism em 
braces forms of Eastern mysticism 
too, qnd he has revealed In the past 
that he used to practise the techni- 
que of stopping his heartbeats for up 
to 15 minutes. He explained to The 
Post that he did this as a form of 
self -discipline. 

In Tel Aviv, the head of the Egyp- 
tian advance party looking for em- 
bassy accommodation said he 
thought Tohami'a comments may 
have been reported out of context. 
He added that Tohami, as far as 
he knew, was giving a series of in- 
terviews to the Kuwaiti paper to 
correct quotes attributed to him in 
a book by three Israeli journalists 
on the peace process, "Year of the 
Dove." 

The diplomat, Hassan Abdul 
Sam ad Kamel conceded, though, 
that he had not himself seen the in- 
terview in question.

OFAKIM. — President Yitzhak 
Navon said yesterday that the 
number of parties in Israel should 
be reduced and that toe political 
system could be improved by the In- 
troduction of a mixed district and 
proportional electoral system. He 
and Ida wife Oflra were on a day- 
long tour of this Negev develop- 
ment town. 

Fielding questions from several 
hundred 11th and 12th graders, at 
tbe Ofakim comprehensive school, 
the president was asked if Israel 
might be better off with an 
Amerl can-style presidential 
system.

Russia, Israel help U.S. Nazi hunters 


Girl, 3, dies after attack by dog

Notwithstanding the chilly relations between 
Washington and Moscow, representatives of the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union are improving their cooperation in 
at least one area — tracking down and prosecuting 
suspected Nazi war criminals now living ta tbe U.S. 

The U.S. Justice Department's two top Nazi hunters, 
Walter Rockier and Alan Ryan, came to Israel follow- 
ing a visit to Russia where they discussed, among other 
questions, the problem of taking the testimony of Rus- 
sian witnesses ta a form acceptable to an American 
court. Unlike witnesses from Israel or Europe, sur- 
vivors of the concentration camps living ta the Soviet 
Union are not able to come.to the U.S. to testify in court. 

The arrangements concluded with tbe Russian of- 
ficials Include depositions In the presence of defence 
counsel and the possibility of videotaping the session. 
Rockier Is the outgoing director of the Justice 
Department's Office of Special Investigations and Ryan 
is his current deputy and most likely successor. 


During their five-day visit to Israel, tbe two men 
visited Yad Vashem and met with its directors. They 
also had sessions with the police inspector-general sad 
the head of the Nazi war criminal section in the police. 

Ryan confirmed that one of the most problematic 
questions the office faced was to determine its deporta- 
tion policy. While departatkxi was primarily a Judicial 
decision, the Issue had moral, legal and political over- 
tones which have yet to be clarified. As an example be 
cited the case pending in the UR. of a Nazi suspect 
sentenced to death ta absentia by a Soviet court. 

Both officials said tost there was no evidence that the 
nearly 2o-year delay in taking action against suspected 
Nazis now living In the U.S. was the result of any cover- 
up or conspiracy. Nor was there any evidence of the ex- 
istence of an underground Nazi organization in the U.S. 
or any connections with Nazis who fled to South 
America. 

Both men repeated requests for information about 
former Nazis who might today be resident ta the U.S. 


NAZARETH (Itim) . — Three-year- 
old Zeinab Kan 'ana died yesterday 
morning in Haifa's Rambam 
Hospital of wounds Inflicted by her 
family's German shepherd on Mon- 
day. Veterinarians said it was rare 
for a German shepherd to attack a 
child, especially a member of the 
family, unless the dog had rabies or 
was extremely provoked. 

The girl had been feeding the dog 
ta the back yard of her home In 
Yafia village, near Nazareth, when 
the dog attacked her and ripped her 
throat. Her father with great dif- 
ficulty managed to extricate the 
child and rushed her to hospital. 


where doctors laboured all night in 
a vain attempt to save her life. 

The dog, which continued to 
behave aggressively, was removed 
by police and placed ta quarantine 
for observation. 

Dr. M. Steinfeld, a local 
veterinarian, told Itim that if toe 
dog were not suffering from rabies 
the only explanation he could think 
of was that the child could have 
been teasing him by withholding hla 
food. The dog could then have bitten 
her and, aroused by the smell of her 
blood, went berserk and savaged 
her. • 


January exports show rising trend 


Church heads want rights 
given legal backing

Tbe country's Christian es- 
tablishment yesterday welcomed 
Prime Minister Bogin's condemna- 
tion of vandalism against churches, 
but continues to press for legal 
recognition of their rights in 
Jerusalem and Israel as a whole. 

Begin'* statement, read to the 
heads of some 20 Christian 
denominations ta a special meeting 
at the Foreign Ministry on Monday, 
followed repeated pleas for action 
from the churches and Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek, and a state- 
ment by Christian leaders calling 
for international guarantees of the 
rights of all three monotheistic 
faiths in the Holy Land. Begin said 
Israel will not tolerate vandalism 
against churches and will do its ut- 
most to prevent it. 

Tbe spokesman for the United 
Christian Council in Israel told The 
Jerusalem Post that Begin' s state- 
ment paved the way for talks which 
would put into writing the 
"legitimate rights" of all three 
religious communities. Christian 


groups have been pressing, unof- 
ficially, and for some time now, to 
obtain such a formal agreement 
with the government. 

Church officials claim that, 
despite Israel's record of defending 
freedom of worship and protecting 
the holy places, they have only ad- 
ministrative privileges rather than 
legal rights. They cite, as an exam- 
ple. that rather than being granted 
formal tax exemption, the 
Religious Affairs Ministry "pays" 
their taxes in an arrangement 
which could be abrogated at any 
time. 

With the autonomy talks un- 
derway, and rumours of possible 
Moslem rule over some of 
Jerusalem, the relatively small 
Christian community reportedly 
fears that it will be forgotten. 

Christian leaders are now quick 
to stress that they are ta Jerusalem 
and the Holy Land by right, and not 
as guests. They point to their 
historical stake here and the fact 
that they represent the world Chris- 
tlan community for whom 
Jerusalem Is a holy city. 


Explosive-laden track 
in multiple vehkfe crash

Exports In January totalled 
8447m., up 52.5 per cent over last 
January, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics said yesterday. 

January's figures, taking account 
of seasonal deductions and, ex- 
cluding diamonds, were up by 4 per 
cent over December's figures. The 
trend is well In line with the rise in 
toe. last quarter of 1979, lBLper cent 
ahead of the average export figures 
for the first three quarters of last 
year. 

Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Fatt yesterday 
said that January's significant rise 
was toe first indication of a move 


from production for local consump- 
tion to exports. If the trend con- 
tinues, exports for 1980 should 
reach $5.5b. 

Agricultural exports rose last 
month by 50.9 per cant, compared 
with January 1979, to total 877.1m. 
Industrial exports (excluding 
diamonds), at f212.5m., wars up by 
56.5 per cent. 

The relatively, large. growth in 
clothing and .leather, exports was 
related to a fall-off in local demand 
and the need to seek new markets 
abroad. Exports of metal and elec- 
tronic goods have suffered 
somewhat because of a fall-off in 
defence exports and new markets 
will have to be sought. 


Hi gh Court told: Eilon Moreh vacated

State Attorney Gavrlel Bach 
yesterday formally notified the 
High Court of Justice that the 
settlement of Ellon Moreh had been 
vacated and that the military 
government had cancelled the 
closure orders for the axes. 

Consequently, he claimed, there 
was no reason to hear the petition 
by several landowners from the 
village of Rujeib who were 
challenging the continued presence 


of the Gush Emunlm settlement 
despite an earlier ruling last Oc- 
tober by the same court that the 
settlement was illegal.

TEL AVIV. — With less than two 
months before the deadline set by 
El A1 for streamlining its work 
force by firing 038 workers, not one 
worker has been dismissed from 
the national airline. 

The management says it will pre- 
sent the works committees with the 
names of the candidates for dis- 
missals any day now. Meanwhile, 
resistance to the dismissals 
programme Is growing among the 
workers, who have the support of 
toe Hlatadrut. Tbe Labour Federa- 
tion is demanding that El ~Al'a 
management "freeze" the dis- 
missals plan until it tries alter- 
native work arrangements. 

An official El A1 source said 
yesterday that the Hlatadrut 'a 
proposal for alternative work 


arrangements Is Impractical and 
based on principle alone. According 
to toe proposal. El AJ workers will 
switch to a five-day week, baaed on 
payment for actual work hours. The 
workers would consequently have 
to forgo some 17 per cent of their 
salaries, but would be spared the 
dismissals of their colleagues. It 
was learned that the management 
has agreed to "look Into" the 
proposal, but has rejected the de- 
mand to freeze the dismissals plan. 

Meanwhile, El Al's widely 
publicized voluntary retirement 
plan has flopped. Only one worker 
decided to retire and some 40 others 
want to learn more about the plan. 
The airline's works committees 
have blasted the retirement plan as 
* ’ridiculous,” claiming that the 
benefits it offers are "absurdly 
low" compared to other retirement 
plans.

Beduin on trial in Negev rape-murder 


BEER SHEBA (Itim). — A 24-year- 
old Beduin. Atawa el-Touri. of Kfar 
Beams, went on trial yesterday ta 
the District Court hare, charged 
with the rape and murder last Oc- 
tober of 19-year-old Vered Weiner, 
of Kibbutz Mlshmar Hanegev. 

El-Touri, the prosecution said, 
was arrested following a tip by his 
driving Instructor who had noticed 
scratches on the man's face when 
he came for a driving lesson after 
tbe girl’s murder. 

When first arrested, el-Touri wan 
held in a cell together with another 
Beduin accused of responsibility ta 
a fatal road accident. The second 
Beduin told his Border Police 
brother-in-law that el-Touri had 
given him details of the murder 
which seemed to incriminate him. 
Police then planted a listening 
device In the cell and recorded the 
men's conversation, which the 
prosecution alleges incriminates el- 
Touri. 

El-Touri Is also alleged to have 
asked his cell-mate' to go to his 
father and ask him to get rid of the 
clothes he wore on toe night of the 
murder, which were hidden in the 


tribe’s encampment. But el-Touri 's 
father refused to give up the clothes 
and he, too, was arrested, together 
with the accused's wife. Subse- 
quently. police got father and son to 
talk to each other In a bugged car, 
and again recorded conversations 
that allegedly incriminate the man. 

The prosecution stressed that el- 
Touri 'a cell mate had come forward 
with his information without 
attempting to strike any bargain 
with the police on his own charge. 

El-Touri, said the prosecution, 
had denied any knowledge of the 
crime. He had also claimed that he 
did not know where Mishmar 
Hanegev was, although Kafr 
Bosnia is on a hill overlooking the 
Kibbutz.

Paris, Bonn tell 
Soviets to withdraw 


PARIS lUPIl. — France and West 
Germany, in significant support for 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter's get* 
tough strategy, said yesterday that 
Russia must withdraw its forces 
from Afghanistan or face 
dangerous consequences for world 
peace. 

Concluding a three-day review of 
the troubled world scene, French 
President Valery Glscard d'Esta- 
ing and West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt reaffirmed their 
countries’ faithfulness to the Atlan- 
tic alliance and warned Moscow 
that any other Afghanist&n-style in- 
vasion would kill detente and be

Glscard and Schmidt, who were 
reported by aides to be disap- 
pointed by the Kremlin's refusal to 
set a date tor its military pullout, 
said in their joint "declaration" 
that because of the Afghanistan 
developments, "detente has 
become more difficult and more un- 
certain. and that consequently, the 
withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Afghanistan was necessary." 

They said the Invasion was 
"unacceptable and creates grave 
dangers for the stability of the area 
and of peace. They believe that it is 
Indispensable that it be terminated 
without any delay" as requested by 
the UK. 

Defying various circles in Paris 
and Bonn which have been urging 
appeasement, the two leaders said 
that In the current crisis they 
wanted to ‘‘reaffirm their two coun- 
tries' fidelity to the Atlantic 
alliance and their determination to 
honour its obligations.” 

The two leaders said that detente 
would not survive a “pew shock of 
this (Afghanistan) kind." 


Congress to probe eight 


said snared by FBI ‘Arabs’ 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. Congress has decided to In- 
vestigate eight members accused 
of bribery and corruption, despite 
concern that the investigation could 
hamper criminal proeedlnga. 

The decision to launch a con- 
gressional inquiry was taken by the 
two chambers’ ethics committees 
on Monday. One senator and seven 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives were named in news reports 
at the weekend as being snared by 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents posing as wealthy Arabs. 


During a two-year operation, the 
agents paid bribes of between $600,- 
000 and 9700,000 to various officials 
for favours, and video-taped the 
deals, the reports said. 

But Congress’ Ethics Committee 
members have said they are uncer- 


tain wheth er or not to subpoena the 
tapes and FBI records before the 
case can be brought to grand juries. 

All the congressmen named in the 
press have denied accepting bribes, 
and the Justice Department has 
said it is worried that press leaks 
“may injure the reputation of inno- 
cent people.” 

New Jersey Senator Harrison 
Williams, the only member of the 
Senate named, Is chairman of the 
Senate Labour and Human 
Resources Committee and a power- 
ful figure in Congress. 

The House members named in 
the reports were Frank Thompson 
of New Jersey, John Murphy of 
New York, John Murtha, Mlcha 
Meyers and Raymond Lederer of 
Pennsylvania, John Jenrette of 
South Carolina, and Richard Kelly 
of Florida, the only Republican.

Rebels launch attacks in Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI. — Anti- communist 
rebels have launched a new series 
of attacks in eastern Afghanistan, it 
was reported yesterday in Moscow 
and New Delhi. But the accounts 
differed on whether Soviet or 
Afghan troops were bearing the 
brunt of the fighting in the 
snowswept mountain region. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said 
Afghan army units were "li- 
quidating" the "bandit gangs” in 
three provinces. But an Indian jour- 
nalist reported from Afghanistan 
that government troops in the area 
"do not seem to have the heart" to 
battle the rebellious tribesmen, and 
Western diplomats in New Delhi 
said Soviet units were involved in 
the new fighting and were suffering 
casualties. 

Tass said the upsurge In attacks 
coincided with the visit of U.S. 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski to neighbouring 
Pakistan last week-end. 

Tass yesterday also denounced as 
"monstrous misinformation" U.S. 
reports quoting Afghan refugees as 
saying that Afghan troops led by 


Soviet advisers massacred more 
than 1,000 men last April in an 
eastern Afghan village whose peo- 
ple were accused of collaborating 
with the rebels.

Kabul fire seen as cover for Soviet looting 


NEW DELHI (AP). — About 100 
shops in central Kabul, capital of 
Afghanistan, burned down early 
Sunday morning in what might 
have been an attempt to cover up 
looting by Soviet troops, Western 
diplomatic sources said yesterday. 

They said it was unlikely that 
rebels were behind the incident 
because it occurred after the start 
of the 11 p.m. curfew when the city 
is heavily patrolled by Russian 
troops and armoured vehicles. 

One diplomat 1 laaid .there have 
been reports in recent weeks of 
Soviet troops shoplifting blue jeans 
and electric appliances from Kabul 


shops. 

"A lot of the Russian troops seem 
to be reservists, and not very 
reliable. The talk in the bazaar la 
that they started the 3 a.m. fire to 
cover. up their looting," the 
diplomat said. 

Meanwhile, Western sources 
reported continued fighting in the 
northeastern province of 
Badakhshan by well-coordinated 
rebels, some armed with captured 
mortars and - perhaps mountain 
howitzers. 

The "Times" of India reported 
yesterday from Kabul that a 
Moslem fundamentalist insurgent 


group was believed in control of 
much of Nangah&r province, 
eastern Afghanistan. Only the 
provincial capital, Jalalabad, 
remained under firm government 
control, it said. 

‘ 'The Afghan troops in the area do 
not seem to have the heart to fight 
the rebels," the newspapers cor- 
respondent wrote. "They return 
fire when attacked but merely as a 
formality." 

While Western estimates of 
Soviet troop strength were around 
the 85.000 mark, the Indian dispatch 
said about 100,000 Russian troops 
were presently in Afghanistan. 


UK paper sues CIA for information 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — The Lon- 
don "Sunday Times” is suing the 
Central Intelligence Agency to 
force It to reveal any information it 
may have about David Holden, the 
paper's chief foreign correspondent 
who was murdered In Cairo in 1977. 


In a suit filed in Federal Court 
here on Monday the paper charged 
that the CIA had refused to honour 
in timely fashion its request for in- 
formation made 17 months ago un- 


der the U.S. Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act. 

A spokesman for the paper said 
there was no reason to think the 
CIA had any information on 
Holden, who was found shot dead 
near Cairo airport, but they wanted 
to make sure. 

At the time of his death, Egyptian 
police sources said he had been kill- 
ed by an intelligence agency. The 
group's identity or motive was 
never established. 


French still oppose Olympic boycott 


PARIS (AP). — Despite an ap- 
parent softening of position by the 
government and the French Olym- ' 
pic Committee, the overwhelming 
majority of Frenchmen are op- 
posed to a boycott of the 1980 
summer Olympic Games In 
Moscow, according to a new poll. 


The Louis Harrls-France poll 
published yesterday shows that 72 
per cent of those questioned favour 
sending of a French team to Moscow. 
Sixteen per cent were for a boycott, 
and 12 per cent had no opinion. 


The 72 per cent figure was exact- 
ly the same as that of an earlier poll 


published by the weekly news 
magazine "Le Point" on January 
28. That poll was taken after the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
but before news of the banishment 
of Soviet dissident leader Andrei 
Sakharov. 

The latest poll comes after a 
number of French public figures 
and organizations have pronounced 
themselves in favour of boycotting 
the summer games, and after the 
National Olympic Committee said 
it had agreed in principle to send a 
team but acknowledged It had not 
sent formal acceptance of the in- 
vitation to Moscow. 


Four terrorists kill Italian executive 


MONZA. Italy (AP). — Four 
terrorists yesterday shot and killed 
an Italian executive of the Swiss- 
owned chemical company that was 
the source of a major Industrial 
pollution accident at nearby Seveao 
in 1976. police reported. 

The gang, which Included one 
woman, ambushed Paolo Paoletti 
outside his home in this Milan sub- 
urb as he was about to drive to 
work. 

An Italian news agency later 
quoted a caller as saying Paoletti's 
murder was the work of Front Line, 
a leftist urban guerrilla gang blam- 


ed for a series of attacks on 
business and industrial executives. 


Paoletti, 39, married and father 
of a child, was the eighth terrorist 
victim so far this year and the se- 
cond company executive 
assassinated in two weeks. 


He was production manager of 
Icmesa, the Seveao company con- 
trolled by Glvaudan, part of the 
Hoffman- La Roche group. He had 
been jailed nearly five months after 
the accident on charges of 
negligence and was later released 
on ball. 


Frenchman awarded 


for valour in sport 


LONDON (UPI). — Jean-Mare 
Boivin, the 29-year-old Frenchman- 
who hang-glided from the summit 
of the world's second-highest moun- 
tain, K2. was yesterday awarded 
the International Award for Valour 
in Sport. 


Boivin, a guide during the con- 
quest of a previously unconquered 
face of the mountain, was ex- 
hausted and partially blinded In the 
four-month ascent of the 7,800- 
metre peak and could only dis- 
tinguish vague outlines of the 
terrain when he leapt from the sum- 
mit.

Soviet airliner leaves 


New York 24 hours late 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — A Soviet 
airliner grounded at Kennedy Inter- 
national Airport since Sunday 
afternoon because ground staff 
refused to handle it, took off for 
Moscow on Monday night, more 
than 24 hours behind schedule. 

The Aeroflot Uyushin-62 landed at 
Kennedy from Moscow after ignor- 
ing orders to fly Instead to the 
government-controlled Dulles 
International Airport in 
Washington. 

Ground staff have been refusing 
service to Aeroflot since the Soviet 
Intervention in Afghanistan. 

Airport officials said they had 
reached an agreement with the 
Soviet airline under which Aeroflot 
will not fly into Kennedy on 
scheduled flights until it makes 
arrangements with another airline 
already serving the airport to han- 
dle the flights.

Kampuchea, North Korea aiid

State Department, * analyzing 
human rights around the globe, 
reported yesterday that Kam- 
puchea, Vietnam and North Korea 
were among the meat violently 
repressive countries in the world. 

The 154-nation study said con- 
ditions generally have improved hi 
Africa and Latin America. It was 
sharply critical of the Soviet Union, 
estimating the number of political 
prisoners at between 2,000 and 10,- 
,000 and stating that the Kremlin 
"recognizes no right to any opinion 
or behaviour it chooses to regard as . 
deviant." 

Although torture in the Soviet 
Union is "less prevalent" than 
before, the report said Soviet 
prosecutors have not failed to con- 
vict prisoners accused of political 
crimes in the 62-year history of the 
revolution. ” 

The report, which is required an- 
nually under the - Foreign . 
Assistance Act, said there were. 
"Impressive strides" in 1979 in the 
building of international in- 
stitutions for protecting human 
rights. 

Among non-communist coiinr 
tries, the report was perhaps most 
critical of South Africa where. It 
said, the non-white majority 
"suffers pervasive discrimination 
in all areas of life, their basic, 
human -rights are systematically 
violated."

AN ACTIV& MEMBER of the 
Labour Party. Tekoah sees 
problems in injecting new faces 
Into the political scene because of 
traditional politics: “There Is a 
lack of distinction in Israel between 
party lenders and apparatchik*.

Tekoah. "But peace will only be a 
formality unless substantial ties — 
particularly In education and 
research — are established with 
Egypt.” Patience and Insistence on 
the part of Israel, he says, are 
necessary for the attainment of this 
goal. 

While Tekoah believes the nor- 
malization process should be slowly 
nurtured, he has no such patience 
for resolving what he calls “Israel's 
most dangerous internal problem” 
— bringing the gap between the 
eastern, and too often under- 
privileged communities, and the 
Ashkenazi Jews.

SINCE he came to Beeraheba, 
Tekoah has steered the university 

— already a factor in the region’s 
agricultural and industrial growth 

— into a dynamic force tor the 
social advancement of the Negev's 


population. It boasts the largest 
proportion of Sephardi students 
(onc-thfrdl of any Israeli universi- 
ty. the largest involved In the 
“Pcrach" (community tutorial! 
project, and has been an active 
force In upgrading social and 
educational services In the area's 
development towns. 

The latest of what he terms the 
university's role aa “an Instrument 
of nation-building" Is its designa- 
tion as a full partner tor Project 
Renewal In Yeroham: "I think we 
can say this Is the one (Project 
Renewal) that is moving steadily 
ahead." he notes. 

If the university Is singular in its 
community development projects, 
this is part ly because the govern- 
ment has neglected Its respon- 
sibilities to the area, says Tekoah. 
That, and the fact that the Negev 
has been politically shortchanged. 


THE FORMER UN ambassador 
has been outspoken over the 
deterioration of Israel's Image 
abroad. "Our Aa.fbara''is weak, not 
because we don't have an informa- 
tion ministry — we don't need one 
but because of the downgrading 
of the Foreign Ministry.” Tekoah. a 
career diplomat, believes that the 
Foreign Ministry must be revitaliz- 
ed with top-grade people and 
directly involved In formulating the 
country's foreign policy. 

He also criticizes the government 
tor the deterioration of Israel- 
Amcrican relations In recent 
years: “l don't remember a time 
when wc couldn't have a dialogue 
with Washington aver events con- 
cerning the Middle East (i.e. Iran 
and Afghanistan.). 1 * 

This breakdown of communica- 
tion. he adds, is reflected in 
America's siding with Egypt over 
the autonomy proposal: "The key 
to the future of IsraeU-Egyptian 
relations Is not in Cairo or 
Jerusalem, but In Washington. The 
government must find ways of 
restoring the special relationship 
and coordination of positions that 
existed in the past." 

It is no secret that Tekoah would 
like to draw upon bis experience 
and connections in the U.S. to help 
restore Israel's image If he happen- 
ed to find himself back In the firing 
line — this time in Jerusalem.

EGYPTIAN VIEW 


OF AUTONOMY 


EGYPT'S BASIC CONCEPT of 
PataatinUn autonomy is that the 
"self-governing authority** (8GA) 
mint Inherit virtually the entire 
Authority of the present military 
government In the Went Bank and 
Ghxsl Security can be discussed 
further, but apart from that — ac- 
cording to the Egyptian "model” 
presented at the autonomy talks 
but week — all the powers and 
responsibilities, both legislative 
and executive, now In the *»»»"*■ of 
the military government would be 
banded over to tbe Palestinian 
SGA. 

This, in the Egyptian view, is the 
significance of the key-phrase* 
"withdrawal" and "replacement” 
In the Camp David Framework for 
Peace. “It fa not a matter of 
transferring the administrative set- 
up which implements tbe orders, 
but — first and foremost — 
transferring the strain of authority 
which holds the power to issue the 
orders.” 

Here are extensive extracts from 
the Egyptian proposal. 

“It (la) clear that when a model 
of the powers and responsibilities of 
the SGA is to be prepared, the 
guiding frame should be the powers 
and responsibilities of the Military 
Government and ft* civilian ad- 
ministration. and that the focal 
points In discussing such a model 
should be: 

(1) Withdrawal of the Israeli 
Military Government and Its 
civilian administration. 

121 The transfer of authority. 

13) Organa of the SGA which will 
take over from, and replace, 
the Military Government and 
its civilian administration... 

The Military Government and Its 
civilian administration Is composed 
of different levels manifesting 
different layers of authority. One 
layer legislates and formulates 
policies, another layer executes 
and carries out the policies. 

The Camp David Framework 
stipulates the transfer of both. It la 
not a matter of transferring tbe ad- 
ministrative set-up which Im- 
plements the orders, but —first and 
foremost — transferring the strata 
of authority which holds the power 
to issue the orders. 

It may be recalled that Che civil 
administration of the Military 
Government is mainly composed, 
even now. of local inhabitants. Ac- 
cording to the figures of December 
1978 there were in the West Bank 
11,189 local employees in the civil 
administration (and only 980 
Israelis) while In Gaza there are 
local dlrectors-general heading 14 
of the main unite. 

So. it may be said, that even now 
the Palestinian people in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip are bearing 
mast of the responsibility for run- 
ning the affairs of their dally lives 
— but only carrying out decisions 
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which were made for them and Im- 
plementing policies which were for- 
mulated over their heads. 

When the Camp David 
Framework promises them Full 
Autonomy, It can only mean that 
under the SGA they will be able- to 
take their own decisions and for- 
mulate their own policies. 

The Full Autonomy which the 
Camp David Framework for Peace 
provides for cannot amount to a 
reorganization of what the 
Pal 63 Unions In the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip already have, but rather 
the transformation of that set-up in 
an Authority which Is self- 
governing... 

WITHDRAWAL OF 
THE MILITARY GOVERNMENT 
AND THE TRANSFER OF 
AUTHORITY 

(a) The tint step in establishing 
the SGA should be the 
withdrawal of the Military 
Government. The Camp David 
Framework for Peace states 
clearly that: 

’The Israeli Military 
Government and its 
civilian administration 
will be withdrawn m soon 
an a Self-Governing 
Authority has been freely 
.elected by the Inhabitants 
of these areas to replace 
the existing Military 
Governments. 

(b) Distinction Is made in both the 
Camp David Framework and 
the Joint Letter between two 
kinds of withdrawal: 

1. The withdrawal of the 
Military Government and Its 
civilian administration 
which is total and absolute. 
It is an unqualified 
withdrawal; and, 

2. A withdrawal of Israeli 
Armed Forces which Is go- 
ing to be partial and there 
will be a redeployment of the 
remaining forces into 
specified security 
locations... 

The Palestinian People already 
played the major role In the Civil 
Service which obeyed the Com- 
mands and implemented the 
policies of the Military Regime. 
Under the Autonomy, there will be 
need for out organ to fulfil their new- 
ly acquired power to make their 
own decisions and formulate their 
own policies. 

The elected body of the SGA is ob- 
viously that organ. 

POWERS AND RESPONS- 
IBILITIES TO BE EXERCISED 

BY THE SELF-GOVERNING 

AUTHORITY 

For a model of powers and 
responsibilities to be exercised by 
the SGA, some key- words and 
guidelines from the Camp David 
Framework for Peace should be 
stressed at the outset. 

(a) It is a SELF-GOVERNING 
AUTHORITY, which means 
that it governs itself by Itself. It 
is a self-generating authority. 
No outside source vests it with 
its authority. 

fb) It provides FULL 
AUTONOMY, and not an im- 
paired or partial autonomy... 
Nature of the SGA: 

The SGA is an Interim arrange- 
ment for a period not exceeding & 
years... The transitional period Is 
aimed at bringing about the 
changes In attitudes that can assure 
a final settlement which realizes 
the legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian people while assuring the 
security of all the parties... 

Scope of the SGA: 
fa) The jurisdiction of tbe SGA will 
encompass all of the Palesti- 
nian territories occupied after 
June 5, 1807 and which are 
delineated in the relevant Ar- 
mistice Agreements of 1949 
fEgyptlan-Israell Armistice 
Agreement of April 2, 1948, 


regarding the Gaza Strip and 
Jordanian-Israeli Armistice 
Agreement of February 24, 
1949, regarding the West Bank, 
including Arab Jerusalem). 

(b) Authority of the SGA extends to 
the inhabitants as well as the 
land in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

(c) All powers and responsibilities 
of the SGA apply to the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip which 
shall be regarded under the 
Autonomy as one territory and 
integral whole. 


(d) All changes in the geographic 
character, the demographic 
composition and the legal 
status of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip or any part thereof 
are null and void and must be 
rescinded as they jeopardize 
the attainment of the 
legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian People aa provided for in 
the Camp David Framework. 

This applies in particular to: 


ID East Jerusalem, the annexa- 
tion of which by Israel is null 
and void and must be rescind- 
ed. Relevant Security Council 
Resolutions, particularly Nos. 
242 and 267, must be applied to 
Jerusalem, which is an integral 
part of the West Bank. Legal 
and historical Arab rights In 
the City must be respected and 
restored. 


12 ) Israeli Settlements In the West! 
Bank and Gaza Strip, which are 
Illegal and, in the course of a 
final settlement, should be 
withdrawn; 

During the transition there 
should be a ban on the establish- 
ment of new settlements or enlarg- 
ing the existing ones. After the in- 
auguration of the SGA, all settlers 
in the West Bank and Gaza will 
come under the authority of the 
SGA... 

Structure of the SGA: 

(a) The SGA will be composed of 
80-100 members freely elected 
from the Palestinian People in 
the West Bank and Gasa Strip, 
fb) The structure of the SGA con- 
tains two main organs: 

— An Assembly composed of 
all freely elected represen- 
tatives from the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

— A council composed of 10-15 
members to be elected from 
among the membership of the 
Assembly... 

The judicial authority will be 
manifested In a system of courts of 
law. court of appeals and supreme 
court enjoying full guarantees for 
independence and efficiency In 
their administration of justice... 
Seat of tbe SGA: 

The seat of the SGA will be East 
Jerusalem. 

Additional Arrangements: 

(a) As soon as the SGA is establish- 
ed and Inaugurated in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, a 
withdrawal of Israeli Armed 
Forces will take place and 
there will be a redeployment of 
the remaining Israeli forces 
-into specified security 
locations. Permission will be 
required for any movement of 
military troops into or through 
the territory. 

fb) The Camp David Framework 
for Peace requires the parties 
to negotiate an agreement 
which includes, inter alia, 
arrangements for assuring in- 
ternal security and public 
order. Responsibility for 
security and public order will 
be decided jointly by the par- 
ties Including the Palestinians, 
the Israelis, the Egyptians 
(and the Jordanians).

HAIFA. — Four ships of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet, headed by the aircraft 
carrier USS Forreetal, are due here 
this morning for a five-day visit. 
The more than 6,000 men on the 
shlpe, which Include the guided 
missile frigates USS Connole and 
USS Paul, and the supply ship USS 
Savannah, will be the gyests of the 


Israel Navy for "rest and 
recreation" during their stay. 

The Forrestal. which is com- 
manded by Captain E.R. Kohn, Jr., 
has just spent several days in Alex- 
andria. On Thursday evening Cap- 
tain Kahn will hold a shipboard 
reception for invited guests, who 
will also be given a tour of the 


carrier. 

The Jerusalem Post has made 
special arrangements for the 
delivery of the paper to the ships on 
their arrival early this morning. 

The Forrestal and Savannah are 
to anchor in the bay, outside the 
port, and the two frigates will be 
berthed inside the breakwater.

TEL AVIV. — Abraham Beame. 
the man who within four years 
succeeded in turning New York 
City’s Si. 5b. deficit into a: 6350m. 
surplus is currently on a visit here. 

Early In 1978, after he completed 
his term as mayor of one of the 
world's largest cities, Abraham 
Beame accepted an invitation to 
serve as chairman of the advisory 
committee of the United M i zrah i 
Bank (UMB) , which was then in the 
process of opening its first New 
York branch. 

"Friends of mine connected with 
the bank suggested that I might en- 
joy the challenge of advising a com- 
mercial bank. The fact Is that I am 
not Involved In day-to-day 
decisions. However, since my office 
Is in the bank, I am constantly 
available to management should 
they require my help,” Beame told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

The one-time accountant who 
succeeded In politics, still keeps an 
eagle eye on the balance sheet of 
the bank. He produced a printed 
end-of-th e-year statement showing 
that UMB Bank and Trust Com- 
pany had total assets of $U4.8m. 
Neatly pencilled In on the margin 
were figures showing the growth of 
the bank over the preceding six 
months. The total assets had risen 
in that period by 27.8 per cent. 

"UMB is a regular American 
commercial btuik. We are covered 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance 


Corporation, which Insures client 
accounts, and we are a conven- 
tionally chartered banking In- 
stitution." replied Beame when 
asked whether UMB is viewed by 
Americans as an Israeli bank. .He 
takes particular pride in the fact 
that in nearly two years the bank . 
has never made a "bad" loan. "We 
have not Incurred a single loan loss, 
though we maintain loan loss 
reserves." explained Beame. 

Abraham Beame has not divorc- 
ed himself from the political scene. 
He serves as chairman of the New 
York State Citizens Committee for 
President Carter. 

He also holds the highly 
prestigious post of chairman of the 
Advisory Commission for Inter- 
Governmental Agencies. The 
group, which Includes Senators, 
Congressmen and mayors, deals 
with relations between city, state 
and federal bodies. Beame was ap- 
pointed to the post by President 
Carter. 

The ex-mayor's visit here is con- 
nected with the meeting of the UMB 
advisory committee, which meets 
in Israel once a year in addition to 
its regular meetings in the U.S.

65,000 dunams is enough for Negev 
airfield, Alignment c’tee says

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Grist to anti-peace mills 

EGYPTIAN Deputy Premier Mohammed Hassan el-Tohami 
has been in on the peace process between his country and Israel 
from the very start. 

Indeed it was his meeting with Mo she Dayan, then Israel's 
foreign minister, in Morocco in September 1977 that set the 
peace in motion, by paving the way for President Sadat's 
historic Journey to Jerusalem in November of that year. There 
has been no question, until now, of Dr. Tohami's basic commit- 
ment to <the idea of peace with Israel, as he understands it. 

But now there is trouble. For Dr. Tohami’s understanding of 
the geace seems to be wildly at variance not only with, say, Mr. 
Dayan's, let alone Premier Be gin’s, but with that of the average 
peace-loving Israeli. Which is cause for some alarm. ' 

It has been known for some time now that Dr. Tohaxni has es- 
pecially strong feelings on the subject of Jerusalem. A deeply 
religious man, he has on more than one occasion suggested that 
the “liberation” of Jerusalem — “the holy city of the Moslems” 
— from Israeli, or rather Jewish, control was a condition of 
durable peace. 

that may be Mr. Sadat’s view as well. But Dr. Tohami, short- 
ly after the signing of the peace treaty, actually proposed a 
march by a million Moslems to wrest Jersualem from Israel's 
grip. Later he settled on oil sanctions and ordinary arms as 
more likely means of securing that end. 

Protests from Jerusalem that such incendiary ideas, aired by 
one of the Egyptian President's top advisers, did not jibe with 
the spirit, let alone the letter, of the treaty, were unavailing. But 
so long as the pronouncements were confined to the issue of 
Jerusalem, they could be treated as the personal aberration of 
one highly-placed Egyptian. 

Now this Is no longer so certain. For in a series of interviews 
just published in the Kuwaiti newspaper “A-Siyaasa,” Dr. 
Tohami has been quoted as predicting the imminent demise of 
“the demi-state called Israel.” Posing as “the conscience of the 
Egyptian revolution" he also termed the Jews “treacherous and 
perfidious.” 

It is no secret that such sentiments are still rife in Egypt, 
where they had official sanction until almost the signing of the 
peace. Their expression today by individual Egyptians is not 
surprising. But when they are expounded by one of President 
Sadat's oldest comrades-in-arms, and closest confidants, it 
is something else. 

Israelis must not kid themselves about the underlying motives 
of the Egyptian peace drive. Having woefully failed in solving 
its Israel “problem” through war, Egypt la hoping to “reduce 
Israel to its natural sire" by peaceful means, and eventually to 
assimilate the Jewish State into the pattern of Araby. 

President Sadat himself possibly holds view of the 
peace, and it poses no danger to Israel that is not inherent in the 
peace treaty itself -Israel's challenge is to ensure that the peace 
solidify and not dissolve its national identity. 

What Dr. Tohami apparently suggests, however, is that Egypt 
use non-lethal means to hasten Israel’s — as he sees it — foreor- 
dained doom. This is only grist to the mills of those Israeli rejec- 
tionists who contend that the peace with Egypt is nothing but a 
sham and a fraud, and might be a wbrfee threat than outright 
war. 

Police brutality 

ARE 135 GASES of justified complaints against policemen for 
resorting to brutality in investigations in one year an example of 
a “rare phenomenon” — or of a police force running wild with 
impunity? 

The question Is implicit in the report of the commission set up 
to study police brutality which confirms earlier fears of a resort 
to illegal violence by the very men charged with upholding the 
law. Such fears have surfaced from time to time as a result of 
egregious instances of the roughing up of innocent suspects by 
the police. 

The 135 cases of justified complaints should be viewed against 
the background of the commission’s findings of police attempts 
to cover-up complaints of brutality — and of failure by many 
victims to lodge complaints which will be investigated by the 
police themselves and therefore — it is feared — will produce 
nothing. These findings suggest that the problem is indeed a 
serious one. 

Somewhat paradoxically, the one ray of light in the report is 
the finding that 88 per cent of the policemen accused of resorting 
to uncalled-for violence have previous convictions on such 
charges. This means that the problem is not one of a corrupted 
police force but of a significant but manageable number of in- 
dividual police officers who must be curbed. 

The. newly installed Inspector-General. Herzl Shafir, has 
already gone on record on the need to weed out undesirable 
elements from the police force. Nowhere is such a task more 
urgent than in the case of policemen who misuse the powers 
placed in their hands to terrorize helpless suspects. 

The growth of crime — and especially of violent crime — in re- 
cent years warrants vesting the police with enhanced powers to 
keep the civic peace. But society can entrust the police with 
such powers only if policemen can be trusted to use them legally 
and wisely. 

To re-establish public trust it Is essential that the police stop 
the charade of investigktinghrutality charges against their own 
members. Preferably a special bureau to investigate such 
charges should be set up under the Attorney-General or in the 
Ombudsman's office. 

One would hope that Inspector-General Shafir and other 
police commanders concerned at the erosion of public con- 
fidence would be the first to propose such a reform. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE STORY OF the Dunera, the 
former British India Company 
troopship which carried Jewish 
refugees from Marseilles to 
Australia under Inhuman con- 
ditions. seems to deserve a 
Postscript. Neither Beixdon Palkin 
.who wrote a book on this subject, 
nor Warren Usden who reviewed it 
recently for The Jerusalem Post, or 
pabbl H.E. Blumenthal who took 
care of the refugees In Australia, 
seems to be aware of the last days 
of this ship. 

! In the spring of 1942 the Dunera 
carried Allied troops from 
Bcndershah in Iran to Suez. Off 
Aden, one of the soldiers, who had 
been severely reprimanded by his 
Officer, simply jumped into the 
ocean. 

’ The Dunera’s captain refused to 
stop the ship, claiming as an excuse 
the presence of Japanese sub- 
marines and multitudes of sharks. 
He was forced, however, to stop by 
Xn energetic British brigadier who 
threatened to take steps- unless a 
boat was lowered and the soldier 
fished out. The soldier was saved 
and the troops disembarked at 
Suez. 

The Dunera eventually passed 
through the Suez Canal to the 
Mediterranean where it was sunk 
by the Germans. X.Z.- 


A Tu Bishvat picnic in Motza, out- 
side Jerusalem, inaugurated the 
“Monday Movement,” in support of 
“a socialist and sane Zionism."

"The state has been es- 
tablished and consolidated.’* a 
movement spokesman told The 
Jrnutnlnm Pont. This Is the “second 
day.” a time to re-shape its 
character.

American impotence in the world today is rooted in the in- 
ability of its policy-makers to acknowledge the real inten- 
tions of the Soviet Union, writes PAUL EIDELBERG. 

A MISTAKEN 
ASSUMPTION 


MORAL RELATIVISM or scep- 
ticism. which has long dominated 
higher education in the Free World, 
has undermined the wholehearted 
dedication to the cause of liberty. 
Not only has it paralyzed the will 
but, in the last analysis, it has 
stultified the minds of those respon- 
sible for the course and character 
of American foreign policy. 

This policy goes by the name of 
“detente.” It assumes that the 
Soviet Union is not the implacable 
foe of freedom, that its leaders are 
not really animated by Marxism- 
Leninism. hence, that they do not 
really harbour the ambition tef 
dominate the world. 

Accordingly, America’s political 
and intellectual leaders have long 
maintained that the Soviet Union is 
genuinely interested in resolving Its 
1 ‘differences" with the United 
States. 

Contrast' the view from the 
Kremlin: “The CPSU," writes 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev, 
"has always held, and now holds, 
that the class struggle between the 
two systems will continue. That Is 
to be expected since the world out- 
look and class aims of communism 
and capitalism are opposite and 
Irreconcilable.” Or consider 
Gregory Arbatov, of the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences: "Peaceful 
coexistence is a modus vivendi 
between.. .the two social systems 
engaged in a historically inevitable 
struggle which will and must con- 
tinue." 

AMERICAN INTELLECTUALS 
call this "propaganda intended for 
domestic as well as foreign con- 
sumption." They simply refuse to 
take the Kremlin seriously, despite 
the fact that Russia, with less than 
half of America's GNP, spends SO 
per cent more than the U.S. on 
strategic and conventional 
weaponry. 

As for the expansion of Soviet in- 
fluence In Asia, Africa and the Mid- 
dle East, this is explained away as 
"the inevitable consequence of 
Russia having achieved super- 
power status with global interests." 

Consistent with their inability to 
recognize and confront the evil 


THE PENTAGON Is unveiling 
elements of a strategy for a Soviet 
confrontation in the Persian Gulf 
that includes rushing troops to the 
region as a "tripwire" force and the 
possible use of tactical nuclear 
weapons as a last resort; 

Signals are also being sent that, if 
the Soviets confront the United 
States directly in an area such as 
the Persian Gulf — where the U.S. 
clearly is militarily vulnerable — 
then Moscow could face U.S. ac- 
tions in other regions where the 
Soviets might have trouble respon- 
ding. Officials declined to specify 
what regions they referred to. 

The Defence Department's 
willingness to make known ad- 
ditional details about military op- 
tions. apparently with White House 
approval, reflects the political and 
military dilemma in which the 
Carter Administration has found 
itself .since the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan in late December. 

The administration, trying to look 
tough In an area of Soviet military 
preponderance, clearly has been 
stung by doubts voiced openly in 
Congress about whether the U.S. 
has the muscle to back up the 
president’s pledge to defend the 
Persian Gulf against any Soviet 
move to control the region. 

The administration now is trying 
to make it known that the United 
States does have some military Re- 


designs of the Kremlin, America's 
Intellectual and political leaders 
refuse to take seriously the fact that 
the Soviets are pursuing a nuclear 
war-winning strategy. Only such a 
strategy can explain the enormous 
sums they devote to research and 
development In strategic arms. 

To this add a massive jlb.-a-year 
civil defence programme, Involving 
the dispersion and bomb-resistant 
construction of industry, the 
stockpiling of food and fuel, civil 
defence training for all Soviet 
citizens, and the organization of 
cadres for evacuating urban cen- 
tres Into special towns within 24 
hours. Various studies indicate that 
the Soviets, after initiating a 
nuclear strike against the U.S., 
could sustain a retaliatory strike 
and hold population losses down to 4 
to 6 per cent — considerably less 
than Russia lost In World War n. 
(Nor should we forget Soviet 
Russia's contempt for human life, 
having murdered tens of millions of 
its own people.) 

Furthermore, it is estimated that 
within two or three years, the 
Soviets will be able to destroy more 
than 90 per cent of America's ICBM 
system using less than SO per cent 
of its own, which means that unless 
a president is willing to sacrifice 
about 100 million Americans, he 
will be deterred from ordering a 
retaliatory strike. 

SOVIET STRATEGISTS reject the 
widespread belief that nuclear war 
would mean Armageddon, without 
victor and without survivors. They 
look' with disdain on the American 
policy of Mutual Assured Destruc- 
tion. Thus, In the November 1970 
issue of “Communist of the Armed 
Forces.” Russia's foremost 
military journal, we read: 

"The premise of Marxism- 
Leninism on war as a continuation 
of .policy by military means 
remains true in an atmosphere of 
fundamental changes in military 
matters. The attempt of' certain 
bourgeois ideologists to prove that 
nuclear missile weapons lead to 
war outside the framework of 
policy, ceases to be an instrument 
of policy, and does not constitute Its 


continuation Is -theoretically in- 
correct and politically reac- 
tionary... The description of the cor- 
relation between war' and policy is 
fully valid for the use of weapons of 
mass destruction." 

Contrast Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger in 1976: 

"Historically a conflict of 
Ideology and geopolitical Interests,: 
such as that which characterizes 
the. current international scene, has 
almost Invariably led to conflict. 
But In the age of thermo-nuclear 
weapons and strategic equality, 
humanity could not survive such a 
repetition of history. No amount of 
rhetoric can change these 
realities." 

The Soviets" regard such sen- 
timents as “bourgeois pacifism." 
Consistent therewith. Communist 
ideology and Soviet military 
science entail a first-strike nuclear 
strategy. In the words of Colonel A. 
Sidorenko, one of the Red Army’s 
leading theoreticians. "Pre- 
emption in launching a nuclear 
strike Is expected to be the decisive 
condition for the attainment of 
superiority over (the enemy) and 
the seizure and retention of the in- 
itiative." 

ONE SHOULD NOT conclude from 
this, however, that the Kremlin is 
planning to launch a nuclear attack 
on the U.S. Nevertheless, by 
achieving strategic- nuclear 
preponderance, Moscow can: 

• Employ nuclear blackmail for 
diplomatic, political, and economic 
advantage; 

• Deter the U.S. strategically 
while resorting to proxy or conven- 
tional warfare in areas of vital im- 
portance to the Free World; 

• Be in a position to launch a 
preclusive nuclear strike against 
the U.8. if such deterrence fails. 

The Soviet Invasion of 
Afghanistan should be viewed in 
this light. It is virtually certain that 
such a move would not have been 
undertaken unless Kremlin 
strategists felt very confident of 
Russia’s ability to deter the U.S. 
on the nuclear level. 
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Writing In "The Wall Street Jour- 
nal.!' defence analyst Paul Craig 
Roberta points, out that; “Key 
elements'- of the Afghan roadways 
were built by the Soviets, who some 
years ago took care to literally pave 
the way for their recent Invasion. 
Other roads lead west Into Iran, and 
it Is only 300 miles across almost 
empty country from the Afghan 
border to the strategic Straits of 
Hormuz... In contrast, from the 
Soviet's northern border with Iran 
it is -a much longer distance to the 
straits through more heavily pop-' 
ulated and more difficult terrain." 

VARIOUS MILITARY analysts 
have noted that even against NATO 
forces. Soviet military doctrine 
calculates that Its mechanized 
divisions can reach the Rhine in 
less than 48 hours. Against Iranian 
forces (distracted by non-Persian 
insurgents sponsored by Moscow), 
the Soviets could reach the Straits 
of Hormuz, before the U.S. could, 
react. 

Roberts draws the obvious con- 
clusion: “The Persian Gulf would 
then become, de facto, -Soviet 
territorial waters, and no oD would 
flow unless the Soviets permitted it. 
Under such conditions the Soviet 
Union could' reasonably expect 
Western Europe and Japan to ac-

tlons It could take quickly, while at 
the same time not hiding the fact 
that U.S. defences need beefing up. 

AT A HIGHLY UNUSUAL and 
detailed briefing for reporters at 
the Pentagon last week, a senior 
defence official said the U.S. could 
put 24,000 men into the region in 
about two weeks. 

The first element — a 1,000-man 
army battalion now based in Italy 
— could be in the Gulf region within 
24 hours, armed with anti-tank 
weapons and mortars. The first bat- 
talion from the 82nd Airborne Divi- 
sion could arrive from the U.S. a 
day later. 

A Marine airborne contingent of 
1,300 men could get there within 48 
hours, with 2,200 other marines 
arriving by sea from the Mediterra- 
nean within nine days. 

A full Marine brigade of 12,000 
men and their equipment could 
arrive within 16 days, he said, about 


the same time it would take to air- 
lift an 8,000-man heavily mechaniz- 
ed army brigade from the U.S. with 
tanks and armoured personnel 
carriers. 

Though these troops would be no 
match In the long run for. some 
80.000 to 90,000 Soviet troops in nine 
divisions that are near the Iranian 
border in the trans-Caucasus 
region, U.S. officials say the dif- 
ficulties the Soviets would en- 
counter in moving armoured forces 
across 1,900 km. of rugged terrain 
into the Gulf region, or the time it 
would take, should not be un- 
derestimated. 

Time is a key factor. Other top 
defence officials ■ said that if the 
U.S. could get even relatively small 
ground forces into position before 
the Soviets arrived in the area, then 
the Soviets would have to decide 
whether to have a head-on confron- 
tation with U.S. troops. 


THIS IS THE “tripwire" strategy. 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
' has warned several times recently, 
during Capitol Hill testimony that 
neither aide, In such a confronta- 
tion. could he sure of the outcome, 
and that it would be unwise for 
anyone to think that a war between, 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
could be won by. either side. . 

Brown's warnings before 
Congress are also said to reflect, in 
a more veiled way than was spelled 
out to reporters, the prospect of 
U.S. counter-attacks in other 
regions, or even nuclear warfare. 

Asked at the briefing about the 
Persian Gulf crisis if the U.S. had 
thought about eventual- escalation 
to tactical nuclear warfare, the 
defence official said, "Yes, we are 
thinking about theatre nuclear op- 
tions In other areas than NATO," 
meaning outside Western Europe. 

Later, other top officials caution- 
ed against making too much of

For communist leaders, who 
think and plan in global dimensions, 
the prize of the Persian Gulf far out- 
weighs the surely anticipated losses 
resulting from, the invasion of 
Afghanistan, such as the shelving of 
SALT n (which absurdly favours 
the Soviets), the reduction of U.S. 
trade and technology (which 
facilitated Soviet nuclear 
development), and the Inevitable 
increase of UJ9. defence spending 
(suggesting that the Kremlin must 
feel very secure indeed -oh .the 
nuclear level, the more so now that 
the Carter Administration has 
pledged unilaterally to abide by the 
strategic limitations contained in 
SALT I and.SALT ID. . . 

With Western Europe and Japan 
at the mercy of the 'Soviet Union,, 
and with Soviet nuclear superiority, 
over the United States, the Cold 
War — which has never ceased and 
which is hardly, less a euphemism 
than detente — will come to' an end.

A PALESTINIAN REFUGEE 
VIEWS ISRAEL AND THE DIASPORA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir. — I live in a cosmopolitan 
city where we mix with people of 
just about all races, religions and 
countries of the world, yet there is 
no real raciai tension or trouble 
even though, naturally, not all peo- 
ple here love one another. I myself 
mix and do business with Jews who 
are even more numerous here than 
Arabs. 

- Actually, I should call myself a 
Palestinian refugee since I come 
from Jerusalem, but like many 
other Arabs in Canada, I am es- 
tablished here with no interest In 
living in a refugee camp. 

I believe that if Jews looked at 
their actions carefully, it would 
help them. True, Arab countries 
quarrel and are disunited, hut they 
can afford to do so since there are 
so many of them. How can Jews 
and Israel afford such a l uxu r y , as 
they have only one small country 
with most Jews living elsewhere 
and the great majority with no In- 
terest in returning to the 
“homeland" they claim so vocally? 
Surely, if Jews want Israel, they 
should be more willing to move 
there. With millions of Jews 
preferring not to live in Israel, 
there are not enough Jews to fill 
even the pre-1967 borders. In addi- 
tion. there are many Israeli Jews 
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who have fled Israel for greener 
pastures here. 

Surety the only real basis of the 
Jewish claim to a homeland la bas- 
ed on religion. Yet so many Jews 
are secular or even anti-religious. 
Certainly most Jews are far from 
observant. Here, 1 meet many Jews 
who have married non-Jewish 
partners and really have no 
religion: they soon lose all attach- 
ment to any homeland. Is it so very 
different with Jews in Israel? Many 
are hostile to religion. And your 
ultra-religious do not acknowledge 
your own government. What 
strange people! 

While I cannot condone terrorism 
and cannot sympathize with the 
PLO which wrecked Lebanon and 
caused the deaths of more Arabs in 
the civil war than have been killed 
in wars with Israel. I feel that Jews 
and Israel deserve much of their 
sorrow because of their lack of uni- 
ty, their abandonment of religion, 
the lock of interest by Jews outside 
Israel in "going home.” Your 
staunch “Zionists" give your cause 
lip service abroad, but surely they 
should return to Israel If they are 
sincere, and live there as observant 
Jews. Then possibly you would be - 
more successful.
